The decision of the State Railroad 
Commission in this case will have a 
tremendous effect on the future pros¬ 
perity of this city, as the present 
Kites are undoubtedly a handicap to 
the locating of heavy manufactories 
here. 

The Industrial Executive Commit¬ 
tee of Civic Associations recently cir¬ 
culated a report of harbor conditions 
and switching rates which evidences 
the fact that South San Francisco fac¬ 
tories are carrying a heavy burden 
because of the discriminatory rates 
maintained against this city as com¬ 
pared to the east side of the bay. 

Hates Are Important 
The report further states that 
switching limits and the charges for 
switching therein are among the most 
important parts of the foundation of

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Buy Your War Stamps 

The plan of the Government to raise funds through the sale 
of war savings certificate stamps is one of the most commend¬ 
able plans yet instituted. The sale of liberty bonds was and is 
necessarily circumscribed, because these bonds could not be is¬ 
sued in small denominations sufficient to include the small sav¬ 
ings of the millions who handle only small means. With the 
savings stamps, however, all can have a hand in financing tlieii 
Government. Millions who felt themselves unable to spare the 
amount of a bond can contribute through this channel. And the 
fact that every penny invested in these stamps is so much saved 
and invested at a profit should inspire in the American people a 
spirit of thrift and saving that lias heretofore been totally foreign 
to our natures. The response should lie universal, and South 
San Francisco, because of the prosperity of its small army of „ 

wage earners, should be well to the front when the records of 
sales are compiled. We repeat: Lick a war stamp and help lick r 

the Kaiser. 

Labor for Farms 

The problem of labor for our farms is looming up as the one great ques¬ 
tion, and in many localities is becoming really serious. Even before we were h 
in war it was a matter of concern. Now the matter can no longer be lightly 
set aside. There is no doubt that unless steps are taken, before the entire ( 
war draft is run out, to recruit the ranks of farm labor it will be a physical £ 
impossibility for our farms to meet the demands that will be made upon ( 
them another season. Many localities report that even now the scarcity of ( 
farm labor is seriously crippling operations, and when the draft is com- t 
pleted the situation will be even more serious. It is hoped that the amended . 
regulations will tend to relieve the situation. From the present outlook, it s 
would seem the part of wisdom that the draft apply to farm labor equally , 
with the army. It would be hard to tell which is the most important just at . 
this time. Certain it is that without the farmer our armies will be impotent. , 

If, as Col. Lewis alleges, the ordnance equipment of Pershing’s army is 
“an outrage and a disgrace,” somebody should be made to walk the plank. . 
If an atom of personal feeling has been permitted to interfere with the pro- , 
tection of these men, the guilty parties should feet the avenging power ot 
an outraged people. “Personal feelings" can have no place in the war pro¬ 
gram, and the party encumbered with them should be relegated to the hind¬ 
most seat in private life, if not to some place more secluded still. 

If an object is needed to show in what light Germany regards neutral 
nations, and to verify her estimate of a treaty as a “scrap of paper, the fate 
of Norway is ample for the purpose. That nation, although adhering scrupu¬ 
lously to a policy of neutrality, has lost hundreds of ships by German sub¬ 
marines and mines, and not less than 5,000 lives with them. No one of the 
allied countries’ navies have suffered to the extent that Norwegian shipping 
has suffered. 

A prominent editor of the country is out with a long editorial purporting 
to be an analysis of the female nature. That editor is either a fraud or the 
most foolhardy man alive. We contend that the female nature can’t be an¬ 
alyzed. But if it can, and this editor has succeeded, then he will be a hunted 
man the balance of his days for telling on the woman. 

Son-in-Law Nicholas Longworth says of the proposition to tax congres¬ 
sional salaries: “The force that compels us to commit this atrocity is fear 
for our own political skins.” Yes, and the political skin that harbors a nature 
capable of charatcerizing the proposed tax as an “atrocity” should be 
promptly removed and hung on the fence to dry. 

If Mary’s little lamb continues to grow in favor and financial value, it is 
destined to seriously interfere with the activities of the mongrel cur. The 
country is already looking askance at the latter.
